Position of Ships at the Battle of

W ashington, Oct. I.—Rear Admiral 
tv a n s , who as captain commanded the 
battleship Iowa during the Santiago 
campaign, was a witness before the 
Schley naval court of inquiry. 
His 
testimony covered the entire period 
from the time the Iowa left the port 
of Key W est on May 20, 1898, until 
July 5, when, Admiral Evans testified, 
he had a conversation with Admiral 
Schley concerning the battle of the 
.Sd. 
He described in detail the prin­ 
cipal battle off Santiago and also gave 
particulars concerning the bombard­ 
ment of the Colon on May 31. 
Other witnesses of the day were 
Captain Theodore F. Jewell, who was 
commander of the cruiser Minneapolis 
during the Spanish war, and Com­ 
m a n d o Jam es M. Miller, who was in 
command of the collier Merrimac 
ii 
that vessel was turned over to Lieu- 
tehant Hobson to be sunk 
in the 
mouth of the harbor at Santiago. 
Ad­ 
miral Evans had not concluded his 
testimony when the court adjourned 
for the day. 
Commander Jam es 
M. Miller was 
the first witness of the day. 
H* said 
he assumed com m and of the Merrimac 
on April ll and soon afterward took 
on board about o.*000 tons of coal at 
Lam berts Point. 
His vessel had, he 
said, been capable of making between 
nine aud ten knots, but afterward he 
had trouble with his 
pressure ma­ 
chinery, so that by May 23 and 24 he 
would have hesitated in trying to se­ 
cure a speed of more than seven knots. 
He read from the collier’s log to show 
that the Iowa, th e Massachusetts and 
the Ca&taine had been coaled on May 
23 and 24. 
No record was found of 
the coaling of any vessel on May 25 
or 26, the time consumed In proceed­ 
ing from Cfenfuegos to Santiago.

22 at I p. in., when h 
took dispatches 
from Admiral Sam p-on to Con rr - dor* 
Schley. These dispatches he had sent 
to Commodore Schley by h.« execu­ 
tive officer.

the dispatches weye sealed he did not 
know their contents. 
He said that so far as

Join the flying squadron at Cienfuegos 
Captain Chadwick had com m unicated 
to him the secret code arranged by 
Captain MeCalla. 
He had not, how­

He said it would have been impos­ 
sible for the Iowa to have coaled from 
the M errim ac on May 25 and 26, but 
th at he could have coaled on the even­ 
ing of th e 26th.

Tho officers ami 
men af Company C of the Fourteenth 
United States infantry, on duty at 
W est Lawn cemetery guarding 
the 
resting place of President McKinley, 
have worked diligently investigating 
the strange story in which Private 
Deprened, who was on duty at the 
top of the vault, figured so prom inent­ 
ly. 
The same reticence imposed by 
military regulations which prevented 
the officers and men from making de­ 
tailed statem ents concerning the inci­ 
dents of the night was operative dur­ 
ing the day. The representative of the 
Associated Press saw all of the eipn- 
missioned officers and a num ber of 
privates and gleaned the following: 
AU of the commissioned officers and 
tho mem bers of the company in gen­ 
eral accepted fully the story related 
by Private Deprbnd and really believe 
that the prowlers Were about the vault 
with no good purpose. 
Only one of 
the commissioned officers adhered to 
the belief that an attem pt had been 
m ade upon the sentinel for ghoulish 
purposes. 
He said: 
“ It was the real 
thing. 
It was 
prompted by tho pure cussedness of 
some people who thought to bring re­ 
proach upon the nation by doing dam­ 
age to the resting place of th** dead 
president." 
All tin* men who were 
seen 
ex­ 
pressed the belief iliat 
Private D*>- 
prend acted in good faith and that ho 
related only what he believed to he 
the real circumstances. 
With 
the 
captain and others he 
W ent Over the Details 
of the whole affair at least a dozen 
times and it is said never varied in a 
m atter of importance. 
Particular in­ 
quiry was made as to his sobriety at 
the time and It is said that It is estab­ 
lished beyond all reasonable 
doubt 
that he had not been drinking and 
that In* was in his norm al condition. 
The moat common belief is that the 
sentinel was overwrought by the lone­ 
liness of his position, that his nerves 
were overtaxed and th at imagination 
contributed some of the details re­ 
lated in good faith. The post wan re 
garde*! by all as particularly Isolated 
and depressing to th** m an guarding 
it at night and it is understood that 
more sentinels will be stationed af 
th** point In the future. 
Captain Biddle was at first fully con­ 
vinced of the truth of the story as re­ 
lated, but after investigation enter­ 
tained doubts, not as to the sincerity 
of th** soldier, but as to the correct­ 
ness of the conclusions, ll** authorized 
this statem ent: 
“ I think the sentinel deceived him 
self on the occurrence, 
I do not think 
an actual attack as related by him oc­ 
curred. 
When daylight carn** there 
was no evidence found of a struggle.” 
Th** m atter has been reported In 
full to General Otis at Chicago, com­ 
manding the departm ent to which th** 
guard is attached. W hether there will 
be a forma! Inquiry Into the matter 
remains for General Otis to determine

Washington. Oct. 1.—Rear Admiral 
Evans, who as captain commanded the 
battleship Iowa during the Santiago 
campaign, waa a witness before the 
Schley naval court of inquiry. 
His 
testimony covered the entire period 
from the time the Iowa left the port 
of Key West on May 20. 1898, until 
July 5, when. Admiral Evans testified, 
be had a conversation with Admiral 
Schley concerning the battle of the 
,3d. 
He described In detail the prin­ 
cipal battle off Santiago and also gavs 
particulars concerning the bombard 
' men! of the Colon on May 81. 
Other witnesses of the day were 
Captain Theodore F. Jewell, who was 
commander of the cruiser Minneapolis 
during the Spanish war. and Com- 
mátoder James M. Miller, who waa In 
command of the collier Merrlmac . .11 
that teasel waa turned over to Ueu- 
tenant Hobson to be sunk 
ln tbe 
month of the harbor at Santiago. Ad­ 
miral Evans bad not concluded his 
testimony when the court adjourned 
for the day. 
Commander James 
M. Miller was 
the first witness of the day. He said 
he assumed command of the Merrlmac 
b n 1 April 11 aid ioda afterward took 
on board about oiOdO tons of coal at 
Lamberts Point. 
His veaael had. ke 
said, been capable of making between

Canton. O . tk*t. 1.—The officers and 
men of Company C of the Fourteenth 
United State* infantry, on duty at 
Weat lawn cemetery guarding 
the 
resting place of President McKinley, 
have worked diligently Investigating 
the strange story in which Private 
Deprened, who was on duty at the 
top of the vault, figured so prominent­ 
ly. 
The same reticence imposed by 
military regulations which prevented 
the officers and men from making de­ 
tailed, Statements concerning the inci­ 
dents of the night was operative dur­ 
ing the day. The representative of the 
Associated Press saw all of the com­ 
missioned officers and a number of 
privates and gleaned the following: 
AH of the commissioned officers and 
the members of the company In gen­ 
eral ' accepted fully the story related 
by Private Deprend and really believe 
that the prowlers Were about the vault 
with no good purpose. • Only one of 
the commissioned officers adhered to 
the belief that an attempt bad been 
made upon the sentinel for ghoulish 
purposes. He said: 
"ft was the real 
thing. 
It was 
prompted by the pure cussed nest of 
some people who thought to bring re­ 
proach upon the nation by doing dam­ 
age to the resting place of the dead 
president." 
All the men who were 
seen 
ex­ 
pressed the belief that Private De­ 
prend acted in good faith and that he 
related only what he believed to be 
the real circumstances. 
With 
the 
captain and others he 
Went Over ths Dstalls 
of tbe whole affair at least a doten 
times and It Is Mid never varied In a 
matter of Importance. 
Particular In­ 
quiry was made as to his sobriety at 
the time and It la said that it Is estab­ 
lished beyond all reasonable 
doubt 
that he had not been drinking and 
that he was In his normal condition 
The moat common belief is that the 
sentinel was overwrought by the lone­ 
liness of his poNition. that his nerves 
were overtaxed and that imagination 
contributed some of the details re­ 
lated In good faith. The post was re- 
gsrded by all as particularly Isolated 
and depressing to the man guarding 
It at night and It la understood that 
more sentinel» will be stationed at 
the point in the future. 
Captain Biddle waa at first fully con­ 
vinced of the truth of the story as re­ 
lated, but after Investigation enter­ 
tained doubts, not as to the sincerity 
of the soldier, but as to the correct­ 
ness of the conclusions. He authorised 
this statement:

United States Indian Agent Simon 
Michelet returned last night from 
Mille Laca lake where be went to in­ 
vestigate the smallpox scare 
the Indians at that place, 
having been sent out that the Indians 
were terror stricken. The conditions 
are rather critical there and Mr. 
Michelet will make his report to the 
government today. 
White the Indians have been mak­ 
ing considerable trouble and have 
threatened to go out past the lines 
established by 
the 
government 
physician, it is thought there will lie 
no trouble, although some of the 
resident whites were very anxious 
to have troops called out when the 
Indian agent arrived on the scene. 
At Camp Wigwam, near the bay, 
there are twenty-five Indians and 
there are three cases, but one of them 
ia convalescent. At Camp Schebor- 
hegan there are forty Indians and of 
this number eight or ten arc» affected 
with the contagion. 
Among this 
number there are some whose cases 
are very severe, 
Big Jack, a strap­ 
ping buck, has been expected to die 
for days but has held out, and ft is 
expected that he will recover. 
There 
is another buck among these Indians 
who is not expected to live. 
They 
claim that prior to the visit of the 
government 
physician there two 
deaths occurred. This is in Rol­ 
lins township. 
At Camp Lawrence there are thirty 
Indians and there are two cases there 
and at Camp Isle two cases, but all 
these cases are said to be mild. 
At Camp .Ma Zum Na Point there 
are forty ludians but there ia no 
smallpox although all the Indians 
have been exposed. At Camp Ryan 
there are 100 and while the contag 
ion has not broken out there are some 
very suspicious cases reported. 
To a representative of Tux Die- 


i *a t < ii, Mr. Michelet said this morn­ 
ing: "While the situation among 
the ludians has been rather serious I 
do not think there is any cause for 
alarm, as the matter has been welt 
taken care of by the government 
physician. The Indians were inclined 
to become hostile and there was con­ 
siderable complaint among the whites 
many desiring that troops be called 
oat, but I do not think there is any 
need to be alarmed over the matter 
at all. The government, through its 
physician, has co operated with the 
township officers, ami quarantine 
has been maintained and lines have 
been established. Of course it will 
be impossible to establish an individ­ 
ual quarantine, but the Indiana will 
be kept within the lined and no one 
will be permitted to go In or out. 
The lines established by the govern­ 
ment physicians have been petroled 
by township officer*, but they will 
be relieved by Indian police from 
White Earth just ss soon as I can 
reach there. The Indians agreed to 
stay within the lines after 1 bad 
talked to them for sometime.**
